Didsbury enjoys 
continued growth 
in 2002 


Dollar value 
associated with 
permits up 
substantially

Didsbury enjoyed another 
steady year of growth accord¬ 
ing to numbers released by the 
Town last week. 

While the number of actual 
housing starts were slightly 
down, the dollar figure asso¬ 
ciated with housing starts is 
significantly up. 

Fifty-one dwelling permits 
were purchased this year, 
down seven from the previous 
year. That number does not 
include a 24 unit apartment 
building currently being built 
in Didsbury. 

Last year the total value of 
permits issued was 
$8,452,849. This year that 
number is up significantly to 
$10,330,065. 

"Didsbury enjoyed another 
year of above-average 
growth," said Planning and 
Development Officer Robert 


Wigg. "I think that is due in 
large part to the direction the 
town has taken in embracing 
development." 

In addition to a higher dol¬ 
lar value associated with 
growth this year there were 
more total permits. There 
were 106 permits issued in 
2002 up six from the year be¬ 
fore. 

"This region has become a 
very attractive place with a 
lot of good opportunities for 
people," said Wigg pointing to 
strong growth numbers in 
Carstairs and Olds as well. "I 
think that opportunity will 
spill over into 2003. It just 
doesn't seem to be slowing 
down." 

Wigg said he is looking for¬ 
ward to a busy 2003. He said 
he has received several in¬ 
quiries about future projects 
and points to confirmed 
projects like the Aspen Ridge 
Lodge and the new outdoor 
recreation park as signs that 
Didsbury continues to get big¬ 
ger and more diverse. 

"I see next year as being 
another of positive growth," 
said Wigg. "Everything seems 
like its going to keep chug¬ 
ging along."

crack down on impaired driv¬ 
ing because traditionally it is a 
time when people consume 
more. 

"We are very happy with 
those figures. It seems the mes¬ 
sage is really effective through¬ 
out the Christmas holidays," 
said Phillips, acknowledging 
the media surrounding the is¬ 
sue is very strong in December. 
"But there are still people that 
don't get the message through¬ 
out the rest of the year. That is 
disappointing." 

Phillips said there was a 
"steady increase" in impaired 
driving charges in 2002, among 
the Olds detachment. He said 
the statistic either points to peo¬ 
ple ignoring the message or the 
RCMP becoming more profi¬ 
cient in catching those who are 
ignoring the law. 

But during these holidays 
RCMP officers were very im¬ 
pressed with what they saw. 
Phillips said more people are 
making arrangements to get 
home with a sober driver. He 
said younger people 18 and 
over seem to be the best about 
making arrangements among 
each other to have a plan to get 
home safe. 


"I am really impressed with 
our young people," said Phillips 
adding that many of them have 
grown up exposed to anti-drink- 
ing and driving campaigns. 

Phillips also added that or¬ 
ganized parties have been mak¬ 
ing special arrangements to 
keep people from drinking and 
driving. He said at the Olds 
RCMP Christmas Party, a lo¬ 
cal funeral chapel volunteered 
their time to drive people home 
after the party.

People are making arrange¬ 
ments to get home safe with¬ 
out drinking and driving at 
Christmas time, says a local 
RCMP Sergeant. 

Bob Phillips of the Olds 
RCMP detachment said people 
were responsible for the most 
part during the holidays this 
year and impaired driving 
charges were relatively low. 

Didsbury RCMP set up six 
roving checkstops during the 
holidays and checked 300-plus 
vehicles. Not one person was 
charged with impaired driving 
and only two 24-hour suspen¬ 
sions were handed out. 

Olds RCMP set up nine 
checkstops and stopped 275- 
plus vehicles. The result was 
one impaired driving charge 
and two 24-hour suspensions. 

Phillips said more efforts are

County cuts cost for Water Valley Fire Hall 


A dry fall made up for a wet 
spring as far as Mountain View 
County’s snow removal costs 
are concerned. 

The County came in $31,351 
under budget as a lack of snow 
in late 2002 meant fewer costs 
for maintaining local roads. 

Snow removal costs did go 
overbudget in 2002 as plows 
were active at the beginning of 
the year - and especially in April 
- but lower than expected salt 
and sand costs led to a surplus. 

Two hundred and sixty thou¬ 
sand dollars was budgeted in 
sand and salt costs for 2002, but 
the County's actual costs came 
in at $204,344. 

Mountain View County's 
Chief Financial Officer Bryn 
Jones said budgeting for the 
snow removal is done on a five 
year average. Because the last 
five years have been drier than 
usual the County is budgeting 
for less snow. In total $543,649 
was spent on snow removal in 
2002. In wetter years, like 1996 
costs have been close to the 
$900,000 mark. 

Jones said that because the 
County is budgeting on five dry 
years, one exceptionally wet 
year could exceed County esti¬ 
mates. He said the County is 
prepared for that scenario. 

"If we are budgeting on a five- 
year average and we run into a 
really bad year it could look like 
we were going to be in trouble. 
Reserves are set aside for bad 
years," said Jones, stating the 
County could go over budget by 
$900,000 before the budget 
would start to be negatively af¬ 
fected.

A meeting between the 
Mountain View County Coun¬ 
cillor Charlie Van 
Arnam and the contractor cho¬ 
sen to build the new Water Val¬ 
ley Fire Hall has lowered the 
price of the hall. 

Originally council set aside 
$200,000 from their 2002 
budget to build the new fire 
hall, but when the project went 
out to tenders, the quotes 


ranged from $275,550 to 
$468,900. 

Council accepted the lowest 
bidder, CLT Contracting Ltd., 
at the November meeting, and 
asked Van Arnam to meet with 
the contractor to see how cost 
could further be reduced. 

At the Dec. 23 regular 
county meeting Van Arnam re¬ 
ported results of the meeting 
back to council. 

By cutting the “little extras” 
(like a drive through bay) from 


the original wish list and us¬ 
ing qualified volunteers and 
county equipment and employ¬ 
ees to do some of the work the 
price for the contractor is now 
estimated at $216,000. 

County has agreed to be re¬ 
sponsible for removing black 
dirt from the site, soil testing, 
drilling the well, supplying and 
installing the septic tank, and 
putting in the underground 
5,000 gallon water storage 
tank. 


Maximum net dollars ex¬ 
pected to come out of county 
pockets is $225,000, Van 
Arnam told council. Volunteers 
have been more than willing to 
do whatever they can to bring 
down the costs, said Van 
Arnam.“I have been very 
pleased with the input from 
this community,” he said. 

“We have about 15 volun¬ 
teers who are willing to put in 
long hours, not just a couple 
of hours here and there.” 


Lone Pine residents demand same treatment as AAA

A committee of residents 
from the Lone Pine area of 
Mountain View County got ex¬ 
actly what they expected from 
council at the county regular 
meeting, Dec. 23 - very little. 

Murray Marsh, chair of the 
Committee for Lone Pine resi¬ 
dents, who are battling with the 
AAA Cattle Company in an ef¬ 
fort to get AAA to comply with 
their county permit, spoke to 
council asking for a delay in 
their tax deadline to May 31, 
2003 - the same date Mountain 
View County recommended 
AAA should be given as a stay 
to the enforcement order from 
the NRCB (Natural Resource 
Conservation Board). 

County council allowed 
Marsh to speak and accepted a 
letter from the committee as 
information, without extending 
the tax deadlines. 

“This is exactly what we ex¬ 
pected would happen,” said 
Marsh after the meeting. "We 
didn’t think the county would 
do this, we just wanted this re¬ 


quest in the County records, to 
show we were turned down,” 
said Marsh. 

The Committee for Lone 
Pine protested the AAA recom¬ 
mendation at the county ad¬ 
ministration office in Didsbury, 
Dec. 13, presenting Commis¬ 
sioner Harold Johnsrude with 
their letter, addressed to coun¬ 
cil and cheques for their taxes, 
but asked the cheques not be 
cashed until council had a 
chance to respond to their re¬ 
quest at their regular county 
meeting, Dec. 23. 

Because late taxes risked 
penalty, the committee agreed 
to pay on time but still wanted 
the request to be made to coun¬ 
cil. 

“Ultimately, what we really 
wanted, if you read between 
the lines, was for council to 
look at a similar situation and 
give us the same treatment 
they were giving AAA,” said 
Marsh. 

He wanted council to be 
questioned on the record as to 
why they recommended the 
NRCB grant the stay to AAA. 


The committee has been 
fighting the expansion of AAA 
Cattle Company’s application 
before the NRCB for a com¬ 
bined 2,000 head beef finisher 
and 16,200 head beef feeder fa¬ 
cility. 

The NRCB took control of 
Confined Feeding Operations at 
the beginning of the year, pre¬ 
viously it was a county respon¬ 
sibility. The application to the 
NRCB was denied but is cur¬ 
rently under appeal. AAA Cat¬ 
tle Company received a devel¬ 
opment permit from the county 
allowing them to have 2,500 
head of cattle on site but have 
been operating over that 
number. The NRCB granted a 
stay on the enforcement order, 
Dec. 6, allowing AAA to oper¬ 
ate anywhere under 4,500 head 
until a decision is made on 
their appeal in early February. 

At that hearing, John 
Rusling, development officer for 
Mountain View County plan¬ 
ning department, told the 
NRCB that the county was rec¬ 
ommending AAA Cattle receive 
a stay of the enforcement or¬ 


der for six months or until Mav 
31, 2003. 

In the letter presented to the 
county, Marsh argued that the 
county’s recommendation 
would allow AAA to profit by 
more than $100,000, based on 
evidence from the meeting. 

Marsh stated in the letter 
that higher than expected legal 
costs have put the committee 
on the brink of bankruptcy and 
asked for a similar extension, 
to allow the committee to use 
their tax money for legal ex¬ 
penses. 

Marsh said this committee 
has nothing against the cattle 
company but they do want 
them to comply with permits. 

"With more cattle they are 
using more water than they are 
allowed which is jeopardizing 
neighbouring wells, especially 
in a drought situation. We 
want to set? the scientific work 
done to see how many cattle 
that land can hold without pol¬ 
luting the environment. We 
don’t want them gone, we want 
them to comply,” said Marsh. 

He said it is for environmen¬ 


tal reasons the first AAA appli¬ 
cation was denied by the 
NRCB. 

“The soil is too porous. We 
want them to seal the soil un¬ 
der the cattle pens and if they 
can bring the facility to that 
standard we would be happy to 
see them operate at 5,000 head 
- as long as it meets regula¬ 
tions.” 

Councillor Dave Derksen 
said he wished more could be 
done for the committee. “This 
is a burning issue, that will not 
go away," he said, motioning he 
would like to change the bylaws 
to support the request but later 
withdrew the motion as he was 
informed council could not 
change bylaws for a specific 
property or properties. 

Reeve Ian Harvie addressed 
Marsh. “Unfortunately this is 
a system of circumstance, the 
AAA affair. We believe they are 
playing the system but we don’t 
have the jurisdiction to control 
it anymore,” he said, not an¬ 
swering to the reasons behind 
the county’s recommendations 
to stay enforcement for AAA.

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Taking genetically modified 
wheat in Canada seriously 


When discussing the possible introduction 
of genetically modified (GM) wheat in Canada, 
you sometimes hear the comment made, "Let 
the market sort it out. If customers don't want 
it, they won't buy it and farmers won't grow 
it." But it's not that simple. 

Consider StarLink corn. This GM corn va¬ 
riety developed by Aventis CropScience was 
approved for animal feed use only, but it found 
its way into the food corn system in Septem¬ 
ber 2000, causing a costly nationwide recall 
of more than 300 corn-based foods and loss of 
international sales. 

The U.S. Department of Agriculture agreed 
to strict monitoring procedures on export corn 
shipments to important markets such as 
Canada and Japan. However, in spite of all 
the time and money spent to eradicate 
StarLink from the U.S. grain supply, reports 
from Japan stated that tests had turned up 
the GM corn variety in a food corn shipment 
from the U.S. as recently as December 2002. 

This comes more than two years after the 
problem was first identified, showing just how 
difficult it is to guarantee 100 per cent purity 
in any grain shipments that go through bulk 
handling and shipping systems. 

The U.S. is once again facing a loss of ex¬ 
port markets if Japan and other countries 
panic over possible StarLink contamination. 

So what would happen if a few farmers in 
Western Canada decided that they wanted to 
give GM wheat a try? Right now, Monsanto is 
proceeding with the development and regis¬ 


tration of a GM Roundup Ready variety of 
Canada Western Red Spring wheat - the class 
of wheat that comprises the majority of the 
CWB’s sales, earning millions each year for 
western Canadian farmers. 

The CWB is committed to safeguarding 
farmers' income. Due to the very real danger" 
of market loss posed by GM wheat, the CWB 
opposes the introduction of GM wheat into 
commercial production in Canada until strict 
conditions are met. These conditions include 
providing positive cost-benefit for farmers and 
achieving widespread market acceptance. The 
CWB has studied the agronomic value of RRW 
and, so far, sees no true agronomic benefits 
for farmers. As well, with about two-thirds of 
farmers' customers" now on record saying they 
won't buy GM wheat, market acceptance is 
low. 

The CWB and other members of an indus¬ 
try working group recently released a discus¬ 
sion document, Conditions for the Introduc¬ 
tion of Genetically Modified Wheat', that out¬ 
lines a comprehensive set of conditions that 
must be met before GM wheat can be com¬ 
mercially grown in Canada. The document is 
available on the CWB’s Web site at 
www.cwb.ca under Hot Topics' or by calling 
1-800-275-4292.

If was interesting to noite that 
most early projierty owners were 
|4jn vrears in taxes. Payments 
yvere made in amounts as small 
as 30 cents and up, wlih $1.00 
‘being the most popular payment.

Rodeo grounds acquired by Ag. Society in January 


Farm and Ranch Bonspiel 
numbers up The Didsbury 
Farm and Ranch Bonspiel 
kicked off another year for 
Didsburians as local business¬ 
men and farmers once again got 
together for camaraderie and 
curling. 

Numbers were up for the 
event at 44 teams from 36 the 
year before. 

Thompson backs Dav for 
CA leader Wild Rose MP 
Myron Thompson announced 
he would back the candidacy of 
Stockwell Day to be the leader 
of the Canadian Alliance. 
Thompson said Day had been 
through a trial by fire and han¬ 
dled himself well through the 


turmoil. Day would eventually 
lose his leadership to Stephen 
Harper. 

Didsbury learns it will be 
provincial hosts It was an¬ 
nounced in January that Dids¬ 
bury would host the Bantam 
Provincials. The games would 
be held on March 8. 9 and 10 
and the Didsbury Revolts 
would make the playoff rounds. 

Teacher strike looms Ten¬ 
sion between teachers and 
Chinook's Edge board members 
continued to rise as no 
progress was being made on 
contract talks. The Alberta 
Teachers Association an¬ 
nounces that Feb. 4 could be a 
possible strike date if a deal is 


not put in place. Eighty-two per 
cent of Chinook's Edge teach¬ 
ers vote to strike on Jan. 15. 

Didsbury on the grow Lo¬ 
cal officials were pleased with 
numbers received in January 
which showed the continued 
growth of the town. Fifty-eight 
new houses were built in 2001 
- a record high. In total 111 de- 
velopment-'permits were issued 
totalling $8,452,849. 

Steps made in garbage is¬ 
sue Didsbury Town Council 
made some headway in Janu¬ 
ary regarding how garbage 
pick-up services would be han¬ 
dled in town. Council approved 
the awarding of the residential 
waste collection contract to the 


Mountain View Waste Commis¬ 
sion for a term of two years. 

Committee picked to 
solve administration build¬ 
ing issue Mountain View 
County Council voted unani¬ 
mously to rescind the June 27, 
2001 motion "that Council pro¬ 
ceed with plans to construct a 
new administration building" 
and decided to form a commit¬ 
tee to look at the issue at their 
January meeting - just months 
after ratepayers voted against 
a new building in a plebescite 
during the municipal elections. 

Ag. Society purchases 
land for new rodeo grounds 
The Didsbury Ag. Society took 
its first major step in creating 


agricultural grounds for the fu¬ 
ture by purchasing nearly 80 
acres of land North of Didsbury. 
For years the Society kept its 
facilities within town limits but 
in the name of expansion and 
long-term growth the organiza¬ 
tion decided to re-establish it¬ 
self outside of Didsbury. 

Didsbury graduate 
learns he will carry torch 
Thirty-three-year-old Chris 
Straughan, formerly of Dids¬ 
bury was selected to carry the 
Olympic torch for a leg on its 
journey to the Salt Lake City 
Winter Olympic Games. 
Straughan was a pioneer in 
bringing the sport of curling to 
Utah.

New doctor arrives in 
Didsbury The arrival of Dr. 
Fredrick VanRooyen helped al¬ 
leviate a doctor shortage in the 
area. Two resignations in De¬ 
cember, one from Didsbury and 
one from Carstairs left the area 
in a bind and it was further af¬ 
fected when another doctor took 
a personal leave. The situation 
is currently back to normal as 
Didsbury has three doctors 
working full-time. 

Chinooks Edge teachers 
go on strike Local students 
were on early spring break as 
600 teachers in the division 
went on strike shutting down 
classrooms. Teachers, wanting 
better wages, smaller classroom 
sizes and better teacher recruit¬ 
ing, had been without a contract 
in place for seven months lead-

ing up to the strike. The ATA 
was asking for a 20 per cent 


wage increase over two years.

the wing of the plane and the 
other stuck in the cockpit. The 
jaws of life had to be used to 
free the second man. 

Thieves steal $28,000 in 
stamps during daring heist 


Didsbury RCMP were investi¬ 
gating a break-in at the Dids¬ 
bury Post Office after thieves 
made off with over $30,000 
worth of merchandise including 
$28,000 worth of stamps. The 
break-in mirrored similar inci¬ 
dents at other small-town 
postal outlets across Alberta. 

New Year's baby arrives in 
February Corson David Wait¬ 
ing may have been born on 
Feb. 12 but that was still early 
enough to be crowned Dids¬ 
bury's New Year's baby. Born a 
healthy seven pounds-one 
ounce, Corson was the second 
New Year's baby to be born at 
least three weeks into the year. 

Teachers ordered back to 
classrooms After a three-week 
strike, teachers were ordered 
back to their classrooms when 


Premier Klein declared a pro¬ 
vincial emergency. The Alberta 
Teachers Association, frus¬ 
trated by the move, stated they 
would appeal the government's 
move in court. 

Credit Union has strong 
2001 despite slowdown At 
the annual meeting in Febru¬ 
ary, members of the MV Credit 
Union received good news. De¬ 
spite an economic downturn 
that affected all of Canada, the 
Credit Union was able to post 
earnings of $1,510,874 before 
Patronage allocations and in¬ 
come tax. The profit allowed the 
Board to declare a seven per 
cent Common Share Dividend, 
a Patronage Rebate of two per 
cent on loan interest and a Pa¬ 
tronage Bonus of two per cent 
on deposit interest. _

The application filed by AAA 
Cattle Company Limited in 
January sparked meetings 
among local residents who were 
concerned about the impact of a 
large CFO on the surrounding 
areas. 

Revolts lose to 
Bonnyville in semifinal 
match After posting a 1-1-1 


record, the Didsbury Revolts 
bantam team lost to Bonnyville 
in the semifinal. The Revolts 
hosted the Bantam Provincials. 

Moose on the loose Conser¬ 
vation officers had their hands 
full with a moose cow and calf 
that wandered into residential 
Didsbury. 

The animals were exploring 
the subdivision just south of the 
golf course. They were tranquil¬ 
lized and relocated to the Water 
Valley area. 

Sex questions turn trus¬ 
tees off teenage health study 


Chinook's Edge School Division 
would not allow students to par¬ 
ticipate in a nation-wide survey 
because they deemed some of 
the questions to be unsuitable 
to be asked to students. Ques¬ 
tions included "How old were you 
when you had sexual inter¬ 
course the first time?” and "Have 
you ever had so much alcohol 
that you were really drunk?" The 
study was conducted by Queen's 
University and had been com¬ 
missioned by Health Canada. 

Census reveals Didsbury's 
steady growth Census num¬ 


bers released in March showed 
Didsbury had grown 10.7 per 
cent since 1996. The increase 
represented 379 new people liv¬ 
ing in town since the 1996 fig¬ 
ures were tabulated.

The event also included 
entertainment and Art Show at 
the Didsbury Memorial Com¬ 
plex. 

Didsbury schools receive 
millions in building upgrade 


funding Didsbury High 
School and Ross Ford Elemen¬ 
tary received 90 per cent of an 
initial assessment conducted in 
December 1999 to upgrade their 
schools. DHS received $2.8 mil¬ 
lion and Ross Ford received $1.8 
million to upgrade items like 
the heating systems and the 
structure. 

Didsburians pay more 
municipal tax Didsbury 
Town Council raised the resi¬ 
dential mill rate to 10 up from 
9.75 the year before. In addi¬ 
tion to an increased residential 
millrate, assessment was up 
overall by an estimated 12 per 
cent. The commercial mill rate 


stayed the same in 2002. 

County residents spared 
a tax increase New growth af¬ 
forded Mountain View County 
the option not to raise taxes in 
2002.

authorities, HA5 submitted a 
balanced budget with their 
business plan out of 14 authori¬ 
ties in the province. Two health 
authorities were required to 
resubmit budgets. 

Future lodge given a 
name The future seniors lodge 
in Didsbury was given a name 
in July. The building, which 


will sit over the valley by the 
hospital was dubbed Aspen 
Ridge. The name, which came 
internally, was approved by 
Mountain View Seniors' Hous¬ 
ing board members. 

Town Councillors receive 
good news about landfill clo¬ 
sure Higher levels of clay con¬ 
tent were found in the drilling 
of nine test holes which meant 
capping the site would be easier 
than previously thought. 
Robert Perrault of Tanish En¬ 
gineering told Town Council the 
clay content was so good they 
wanted to take in-situ samples 
for permeability testing. 

Council votes to imple¬ 


ment roll-out carts It was 

decided that roll-out carts 
would be implemented in the 
Town of Didsbury after a close 
vote at a regular Town Coun¬ 
cil meeting. To help bring the 
costs of collecting garbage into 
line Councillors opted to pur¬ 
chase 1,344 waste carts that 
would be implemented in Sep¬ 
tember. 

Carstairs residents try to 
save grain elevator With the 
news that Carstairs' last grain 
elevator would fall to the 
ground, a movement among lo¬ 
cal citizens began. At one point 
in time there were 1759 eleva¬ 
tor in the province. As of July 


there were 40 left. 

Town sells land for sen¬ 
iors lodge for $1 Town Coun¬ 
cil carried a motion to sell 
needed land to Mountain View 
Seniors Housing for the Aspen 
Ridge lodge for a dollar. Condi¬ 
tions were put on the sale to 
help work out legal details.

When Andrew Whittaker, of 
Childspace Playground Manufactur¬ 
ers, learned of children at an orphan¬ 
age in Haiti who had never played on 
playground equipment, he knew this 
was one instance he could be of help. 

Andrew and his parents Chris and 
Jean Whittaker, with co-owners of 
Childspace, Peter and Yvonne Adams, 
have donated a full, refurbished play¬ 
ground worth thousands of dollars to 
the children of Haiti. 

Andrew will travel to the village of 
Mirebalais, Haiti on Boxing Day to 
construct the playground. This gift 
began much smaller. 

In January, 2001, Childspace re¬ 
ceived a letter from two teenagers, 
John and Andrew Page, asking for do¬ 
nations of playground equipment for 
the orphanage where their parents 
adopted two little girls. Childspace 
was happy to oblige. 

In May of that year, the Pages trav¬ 
elled to Haiti to install the play¬ 
ground, small to North American 
standards, yet more than any Haitian 
child has ever seen. 

It was when Childspace received 
the thank you picture book, from the 
Page boys, that the Whittakers and 
Adams thought, “We can do better.” 

The 24 page book, written, photo¬ 
graphed and bound by the boys, docu¬ 
mented a journey their family took 
with the donated playground equip¬ 
ment. 

Inside it, photographs showed chil¬ 
dren, some sick with life-threatening 
diseases, swinging and playing on the 
equipment donated by Childspace. 

It told of one child, little three-year- 
old Judy who has been sick all her 
life. 

“She has never smiled,” said the 
caption under her picture. “No mat¬ 
ter what Pat and Melinda (the mother 
and daughter missionary team who 
care for Judy and approximately 25 
other orphaned and abandoned chil¬ 
dren at Haiti’s Children’s Home) had 
done, they just could not get Judy to 
smile, until, for the first time, she sat 
in a swing and she started to smile 
and smile and smile, while we all cried 
and cried and cried tears of joy.” 

The book was more of a thank you 
than was expected. 

“It was a surprise when the book 
showed up, it really tugged on our 
heart strings,” said Andrew. 

“We thought, lets not stop there. 

“We contacted the Pages and found 
out there were no playgrounds in the 
entire country - with exception of one 
in the country’s capital city, Port au 
Prince, it had a fence surrounding it 
to keep children off.” 

The Pages and the Whittakers con¬ 
tinued to speak and they, along with 
the Adams, decided more equipment 
to build an entire playground in the 
village, with slides, swings, monorails, 
spirals and so much more would be 
needed. 

The County of Lacombe, who were 
in the process of replacing their older 
playground equipment, was contacted 
to see if they would be interested in 
donating the original material, they 
were.

have now been incorporated with 
Childspace equipment and refur¬ 
bished. 

A lot of work goes into every play¬ 
ground and this one is no different. 
An expert, knowledgeable with the as¬ 
sembly of playgrounds, will be needed 
to piece it together. 

“I thought long and hard about it, 
maybe for a full 12 seconds,” laughs 
Andrew, “before I thought, if we were 
sending the stuff, we better see it 
through to the end.” 

For anyone who builds play¬ 
grounds. they know the best part is 


putting it together under the watch¬ 
ful eye of the children who can’t wait 
to test drive it. 

“To see and interact with the chil¬ 
dren who will be using the playground 
will make all the work worth it,” said 
Andrew. His excitement was conta¬ 
gious. Andrew couldn’t help sharing 
the news of his impending adventure. 
He was telling four friends, Marlin 
Derksen, of Calgary, Jeff and Cam 
Heinz and Ross Baradoy of Cochrane, 
and they decided this was an oppor¬ 
tunity they didn't want to miss.

didn’t even invite them, and they 
wanted to go.” 

Baradoy and the Heinz brothers 
are professional cameramen who film 
documentaries. They will be filming 
this journey from beginning (the 
loading playground equipment at the 
Childspace factory in Olds) to end 
(Haitian children playing, carefree on 
their new playground). 

All the men are responsible for 
their own travel expenses. 

“I think we all have our own rea¬ 
sons for going. Mine are for the same 
reasons I make playgrounds here - so 
children, no matter where they live, 
can have fun, not worrying about 
where their next meal is coming from, 
for a few minutes every day,” said 
Andrew. 

Kelly Grimsdale, production man¬ 
ager for Childspace, sums up the role 
of a playground best. 

“A playground is a mode of escape 
for children to get away from every¬ 
thing. 

Children use their imaginations to 
get away from the drudgery of their 
lives. It’s a place where adults aren’t 
allowed - a place just for children that 
belongs to them.” 

There is no better place for a play¬ 
ground than a thirdworld country 
where children’s needs can so easily 
be forgotten. Childspace wants this 
gift to the children of Haiti, from 
strangers two worlds away, to remind 
them they aren’t forgotten, but they 
will understand if the children are too 
busy to bother with the reasons be¬ 
hind it. 

The Whittakers and Adams know 
for these children there will be no 
other purpose for this playground 
than to play and have fun. 

And they wouldn’t want it any 
other way.

I once heard, and this is supposed to be a true story, 
about a School Principal who went to call on the parents 
of a child who was failing his year because he simply did 
not ever get around to finishing his work or turning in 
his assignments. It was Easter Break and the child’s 
Mother ushered the principal into the Living Room. 
“Please excuse the Christmas tree,” she apologized, “ I 
just never seem to get around to taking it down.” 

A couple of years ago Ralph and I were driving to 
Calgary on about December 22 when we saw, by the side 
of the road, the almost bare skeleton of a very dry spruce 
tree. Several strands of glittering tinsel still clung to it’s 
desiccated twigs. Unless someone had put up a tree in 
September and this was the second tree of the season it 
had to be a year old. Where had it been for the last eleven 
months? Could it have belonged to the family whose child 
never got around to doing his homework? 

What kind of people throw out their old Christmas tree 
on a public Road anyway? Slobs that’s who. Probably the 
same kind of people who drunkenly fall into the Christ¬ 
mas Tree on America’s Funniest Home Videos and hap¬ 
pily preserve the occasion on tape. A smallish Living 
Room, a well lit decorated tree, parcels wrapped, children 
in pajamas and then some old fool trips over the coffee 
table and falls into the tree. That’s Funny? Think of the 
mess, the waste and breakage and the trauma to the poor 
little kids. Our tree once fell over all on it’s own and if 
anybody laughed they didn’t do it around me. We have a 
ton of tree decorations most of which are very delicate 
and some of which are very precious. He who stupidly 
runs into my tree had better arrange to keep on running 
and not plan to return, ever. 

When I was a child and there were seven kids in a very 
small house the Christmas tree totally dominated the Liv¬ 
ing Room. The tree had to be quite near a coal and wood 
heater and Mom and Dad lived in dread of an errant spark 
hitting the tree. We had one small box that contained 
some colored glass balls, red and green paper ropes, the 
angel (I have it now) and some well used strings of tin¬ 
sel.

Putting everything up is a hig job, taking 
everything down is a big job. Epiphany is on Jan 6. maybe 
that’s a good day to take out the tree. The next Holiday 
is Ground Hog Day and 1 don't think even 1 can stall 
that long.

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QUESTION: My 16-year-old son wants to go on a su¬ 
pervised, three-week outing in a nearby national forest. 
It scares me to think of him being out there somewhere 
beyond my ability to help him if he got in difficulty. Am I 
right to turn him down? 

DR. DOBSON: I m sure you know that within a cou¬ 
ple of years, your son will be off to college or to some 
other pursuit, perhaps the military, and he will be entirely 
beyond your reach. 

Why not give him a taste of that independence now, 
while he is still under your care? 

It will be better for him to ease away from your influ¬ 
ence than to have it come to a sudden end. There was a 
moment during my teen years when my mother and I had 
a similar debate. 

I was 16 years old and had been invited to work on a 
shrimp boat during the summer. 

The captain and crew were tough dudes who didn’t put 
up with any nonsense. It was a man’s world, and I was 
drawn to it. 

My mother was very reluctant to grant permission be¬ 
cause she understood that there could be dangers out there 
in the Gulf of Mexico for four days. She was about to say 
no when I said, “How long are you going to keep me as 
your little boy? I'm growing up, and I want to go.” 

With that, she relented. It turned out to be a good expe¬ 
rience, during which I learned what it is like to work 
whether or not I felt like it, and I began to understand 
better how the adult world works. 

I came back grimy and tired but feeling very good about 
myself. 

My mother later acknowledged that she had done the 
right thing, even though she worried the entire time. Yes, 
I think you should let your boy go to the wilderness, espe¬ 
cially since it is a supervised trip. 

“Letting go” works best as a gradual process. It’s time 
to get started. 

QUESTION: Our family lives an exhausting lifestyle 
— we just can’t seem to find a way to slow down! It gets 
depressing at times. Do you have any words of advice for 
us? 

DR. DOBSON: Let me share something that may help 
you and your husband make the tough choices on which a 
slower lifestyle could depend. 

Do you remember Vince Foster, who committed suicide 
during the early days of the Clinton administration? 

He was deputy counsel to the president before that tragic 
night of his death on July 20, 1993. 

Just eight weeks earlier, Foster had been asked to speak 
to students graduating from the University of Arkansas 
School of Law. 

This is what he told the students on that occasion: A 
word about family. You have amply demonstrated that you 
are achievers willing to work hard, long hours and set 
aside your personal lives. 

But it reminds me of that observation that no one was 
ever heard to say on a deathbed, I wish I had spent more 
time at the office. 

Balance wisely your professional life and your family 
life. If you are fortunate to have children, your parents 
will warn you that your children will grow up and be gone 
before you know it. 

I can testify that it is true. God only allows us so many 
opportunities with our children to read a story, go fish¬ 
ing, play catch and say our prayers together. Try not to 
miss a one of them. 

Vince Foster’s words now echo back to us from eter¬ 
nity. 

While you’re climbing the ladder of success, don’t for¬ 
get your own family. 

Those years with your children at home will be gone in 
a heartbeat. 

Do whatever is necessary to grab those precious mo¬ 
ments, whether it requires changing jobs, getting a smaller 
house, or turning down lucrative and exciting opportuni¬ 
ties. 

Nothing is worth losing your kids.

Why not board the Lions 
Bus? In operation for over a 
decade now. the Lions Bus pro¬ 
vides safe, convenient and re¬ 
liable shuttle service to and 
from dozens of destinations in 
town and (providing you book 
ahead) outside town as well. 

Recently, the Lions Club in 
town hired an additional 
driver to help manage the in¬ 
flux of residents who rely on 
the bussing service. Behind 
the wheel you will now find 
either long-time driver, Lloyd

The cost is just $5.00 return or

Chimney Sweeps are needed even in the 21st century

Mention Chimney Sweep to¬ 
day and images may still con¬ 
jure of Dick Van Dyke’s famous 
rendition of the cheery tune in 
Mary Poppins. 

From as far back as the evo¬ 
lution of the chimney itself in 
the 16th century, there have been 
workers to clean them thereby 
rendering the profession of 
Chimney Sweep as one of the 
oldest and most valued trades. 

Ron Leckie is living proof. It 
is, in fact, what has kept him in 
business for the past 25 years 
as owner and operator of 
Sunwest Chimney and Furnace 
Cleaning out of Sundre. “My 
customers call me from all over 
the area - Didsbury, Olds, 
Bowden, Innisfail, Crossfield, 
Airdrie...even Calgary,” says 
Leckie. "Most of it is through 


referral now. but eventually eve¬ 
ryone who owns a chimney 
needs the services of someone 
in my business. It’s just a mat¬ 
ter of time before you realize 
it...’’The easiest way to deter¬ 
mine whether your chimney is 
in need of a “sweep” is to look 
in the mirror...literally. “All you 
have to do is hold up a mirror 
under your chimney and take 
a look at what’s really up there. 

If all you see is a thick 
buildup of black creosote and 
soot, it’s probably time for a 
good cleaning.” 

Leckie says most homeown¬ 
ers can get away with cleaning 
their chimney and fireplace (or 
pot-bellied stove) once every 
couple years. “But then again 
that depends on how often you 
use it and how you’ve been us¬ 


ing it...” According to Leckie 
the best and cleanest way to 
burn a fire is by pre-heating the 
chimney first with a piece of lit 
newspaper. 

“So many people skip this 
part, but it’s important because 
if you don’t pre-heat the chim¬ 
ney, the fire has to push against 
a column of very cold air inside 
the chimney and that produces 
more creosote production.” 
Leckie also recommends plac¬ 
ing a few sheets of newspaper 
under your logs before lighting 
them as well. 

But the recipe for the perfect 
fire doesn’t end there. Even the 
kind of wood you burn is im¬ 
portant and must be carefully 
considered long before the first 
match is ever struck. “I tell my 
customers to burn the driest 


wood they can find. Green Pop¬ 
lar is very good and burns very 
clean and evenly,” explains 
Leckie. “...Best of all, it doesn’t 
leave any clinkers (unburned 
pieces of wood) to clean up af¬ 
ter.” 

Leckie’s chimney cleaning 
service takes only a few hours 
and costs approximately $60.00 
per customer. “I don’t charge 
mileage unless I have to go as 
far out as Airdrie or Calgary,” 
Leckie says adding. “I use a se¬ 
ries of brushes and rods and 
start from the top and work my 
way down...it’s a very physical 
job (climbing on roofs, etc.) but 
I like it. It’s what I do.”
